GERMANY. 

Berlin — Cholera in East Prussia. 

The following information is received from the imperial ministry 
for foreign affairs, through the Department of State, under date of 
November 23 : 

The following cases of cholera have been determined by bacterio- 
logical examination since October 29 : District of Heydekrug (admin- 
istrative district Gumbinnen), 3 in one place; district of Niederung 
(administrative district Gumbinnen), 3 in two places; district or 
Labiau (administrative district Konigsberg) , 4 in two places. 

The number of the river sanitary guard stations in the entire 
Memel River district has been increased so that each ship and raft is 
inspected at least once a day. The usual method of combating 
cholera is being followed. 
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
